Warm wave will cross west of Rockies about 13, great cen­ 
tral valleys 15, eastern states IT. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rock­ 
ies about 16, great central valleys 18, eastern states 2O. 
These disturbances occupy the continent aud dominate the weather 
from 4 to 6 days, the time being determined by the speed of the highs 
and lows which move in un easterly direction. 
\ ery cool weather 
will prevail in your locality immediately before the low of this distur­ 
bance reaches you and you may expect a great rise in temperature as 
that low comes in. 
Temperatures will average much higher last half 
t h a n first half of September. 
This storm wave will not be very radical but will develop more 
than average force. 
It will cause some rain and not much rain may 
be expected thereafter during September. 
Very little frost last half 
of month and late corn that is not frost-killed between 13 and 18 will 
have ample time for maturing. 
A warm wave is expected soon after Sept. 8, followed by an exten­ 
sive cool wave that will bring killing frosts to Canada and some of the 
northern states. 
This cool wave, moving eastward, is expected in the 
great central valleys 13 or 14. 
SCIENCE NOTES. 
At this time Saturn rises about sunset and may be seen in the 
southeast.

about one thousand times the bulk of our earth and at times pulls the 
latter far out of its orbit.
